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RAIN AT ORIENTAL 



Heavy Downpour Just Before the 
Races Makes Going Muddy. 

Fickle Fancy Wins Best Contest 
of the Day — -Winners 
Have Easy Time. 



HAVANA, Cuba. February 14. — A lieavy rainstorm 
just before time for t lie raees at Oriental Park 
this afternoon made the track mtidduy and caused 
-everal withdrawal*. Most of them had been en- 
lered while the track was fast, they being per- 
formers favoring a fast course. 

Nearly all the winners today had plenty to span*. 
The I »est race of the day was the fifth, in which 
eleven well-matehed sprinters went to the i>ost for 
a dash of five and a half furlongs. Quentin Preece 
hail the mount on It. Ianrea’s Fickle Fancy, which 
showed great improvement in the hands of her new 
truiuer, Willie Dugan. Fickle Fancy was in the 
outside position, and young Preece got her away 
quickly, and with vigorous riding was able to cross 
over, lie got the filly's neck in front at the end 
of the first quarter. Ed Garrison led a compact 
bunch behind. Thurbcr challenged at the stretch 
with Plied oden. but Preece went to work on Fickle 
Fancy anil got home a little more than a length 
to the good. 

The winner of the opening race came from the 
Murrone Stable, when Fustian led all the way to 
Ijeiif I.ucky Day by three lengths. The real interest 
in the race centered in the fight for second place. 
Lucky Lady just lasting long enough to get the 
decision by a neck, while Exempted was third a 
imilar distance in advance of Iron Boy. which 
closed up in seiisHtiiaial style at the end after 
lieing outrun early. 

The public supported (I a la way in the second 
race with rare confidence and was rewarded by 
-eeing the Dailey representative lead throughout 
and draw away in the last eighth to win by five 
lengths. 

The Sir Hnon mare Lola found the going to her 
liking in tiie thin) race and made every ]iost a 
winning one, never seriously menaced. Hands Off 
was second and Merry Jubilee third. 

Sweet Al.vssum was much the best in the fourtli 
race, a dash of three-quarters of a mile, and, settiug 
a fast pace from the rise of the harrier, never left 
the result in doubt for a moment. Ballad and 
James t;. got the short end of the purse. 

Q. Preece landed Ids second winner of the after- 
noon when he scored with Vocabulary in the clos- 
ing dash, the nursery-bred filly drawing away after 
entering the homestretch to win by a comfortable 
margin. St. Jude, the odds-on favorite in this 
race, could do no better than finish third. 

After the running of the lust race yesterday M. 
Lowen«tein claimed Dragon Rock for $1,050, nnd 
H. W. Plant claimed Kingfisher for $8.10. 



JOHN SANFORD'S GOOD TWO-YEAR-OLDS 



Amsterdam Turfman to Rely Chiefly on His Young 
Horses for This Year's Racing. 



NEW YORK. N. Y.. February 14. — John Sanford, 
master of Uurricanu Stud at Amsterdam. N. Y., 
will rely principally on the two-year-olds in bis 
-table lo make a good showing in the racing of the 
1 1 resell I year. Mr. Sanford has fifteen youngsters 
quartered at Belmont Park and they are all con- 
sidered above the average. 

A dark bay colt named Titanium, by Desmond — 
I'hilisli.i, by Isinglass, is an exceptionally rangy 
yMlaChter for one of his inches. He was a grand 
looking yearling last autumn when Mr. Sanford’s 
youngsters were landed at Belmont Park, hut 
-inee then he lias lieen growing and developing won- 
derfully. It is rarely that one sees even a matured 
rich horse which could equal this youngster in 
length from ears to heels and. witli all this, tie is 
a beautifully ha la need colt, such as might be looked 
ft r from a happy combination of the blood line of 
St. Simon through Desmond and of Isinglass through 
I'hilDtia. He has a long, clean, muscular neck 
gracefully arched, tapered and crested, and ex- 
tremely oblique shoulders of great range nnd fine 
l lioroughbred quality: well defined and gracefully 
formed withers whose backward slope reaches to the 
convex swell of his broad, muscular loin; immensely 
rangy quarters with higli croup and buttocks; deep, 
massive stifles with well spread points; well sprung 
and iMjwerfully muscled gaskins; straight, clean 
legs upon which he stands firmly and squarely, and 
good - looking feet and- pasterns. Bred as lie is, and 
looking as lie does, this colt should have an excel- 
lent chance to grow into a really great race horse. 

GOOD LOOKING DAUGHTER OF TRANCE. 

Irish Dream is a bay colt by The Curragh — 
Trance, the speedy stake winning mare favorably 
known to present -day racegoers, that will surely 
attract attention. He is of good size, long and 
well furnished, of good muscular development, 
lie was bred at Uurricana. Another good-looking 
colt is the brown colt Jean Bullant, by Ecouen— 
Padtie II., by Flying Fox. This colt is a dark 
brownish bay. or light brown. He is upstanding, 
well furnished and gracefully outlined. Dominican 
is a long-lsMlied and massive chestnut colt of flue 
size, great substunce and compact conformation. 
Hi is h half-brother to that good horse Nominee, 
lieing by the French sire Predicateur and from Mr. 
Sanford's excellent brood mure. Love Apple, by 
I'hiictanunda. This looks like a colt of great power, 
and one which ought to be up to almost any weight. 
A strikingly good-looking colt is imported Heather- 
ton. a big black colt by Major Belmont’s great sire. 
Tracery, the darn being the royally-bred mare Louli, 
by Flying Fox — Fanny, by Isonomy. This is a 
grand -looking colt, not alone on account of bis size 
and substance, but because of bis magnificent con- 
formation. 

t'ordelier is by Rabelais — Red Cross, a daughter 
of Mucdonaid II. — Reine de Naples, by Flying Fox, 
and is a colt of fine size, range and substance, with 
every appearance of a stayer and weight carrier. 
A handsome chestnut colt is Diomedes, by Voter — 
Fille de Guerre, by Ajux. and one that looks like 
it colt witli a good turn of speed. 

Aiiiuug the fillies Pontypridd Is highly considered, 
being by LUngibby — Orange Lady, by William the 
Third. Rosary is a handsome and well balanced 
brown filly, by Macdonald II. — M on o* t ier. This is 
a fine sized youngster, distinctively of the Mac- 
donald type, showing abundance of substance, great 
driving power and admirable racing conformation. 

Servlletta is a Hurricana Farm product, being by 
a neat and fast looking black filly by Isidor — 
bs'ilaquada. Venturesome is a French-bred chestnut 




RETURNS OF RACING FROM NORTH AMERICAN 
TRACKS IN THE COURSE OF A CONSID- 
ERABLE NUMBER 0E YEARS 



In the course of the last eight years California, Florida. Montana. South Carolina. Utah. Virginia, 
Oklahoma and Idaho, which in 1911 gave horse owners considerable sums in stakes and purses, have 
vanished from the raring map, but Arkansas, Louisiana. Nevada and Wyoming huve come back, so there 
is some compensation. It is not improbuble that other comebacks of ini|>ortance will be registered before 
long. In the meantime Kentucky, New York and Maryland are the states which have kept the sport 
living, although New York was but flickering dimly in 1911 and 1912. It is interesting to note bow 
steadily the racing returns of that great state have mounted upward from the $402,603 of 1913 to the 
$1,156,299 of last year, all due to common sense decisions of the New York courts in regard to betting. 
Study of this presentment of racing returns in the Cnited Stntes makes it seem a veritable map of the 
vicissitudes of the sport in this country. In the broader field of North American racing the outstanding 
fact is that since 1904 the vast sum of over fifty millions of dollars lias been distributed among owners 
of winning horses. But for the war-time suspension of Cumidinn and Mexican racing this great total 
would have been increased by at least two and a half millions more. This is a tabulation of more than 
passing significance and interest to the turf world:

Disqualification and Suspensions 
Feature of the Afternoon 
at the Fair Grounds. 



NEW ORLEANS, La., February 14. — Today’s card 
was of ordinary merit, with no particular outstand- 
ing feature, except that several of the dashes were 
at long distances, and it proved an attraction suf- 
ficiently strong to bring out the full strength of 
racing devotees here. 

Several incidents followed in the wake of some 
of the races, notably the suspension of J. B. Good- 
man’s stable pending further investigation of the 
sudden form flop displayed by Eulogy, which won 
the sixtli race from A1 Pierce and Bliiebaimock. 
In former races here the mare lias been badly beaten 
and showed dullness of speed. This afternoon she 
took the lead soon after the start and led through- 
out to beat A1 Pierce. The latter raced wide anil 
this eontributed greatly to his undoing, for he was 
seemingly the best in the rare. 

The first disqualification of the meeting also 
occurred this afternoon, and came as a result of 
jockey Pool’s interference with Blaise while astride 
Sqneeler. The latter was probably best and was 
supported extensively at a short price, but Pool 
managed to lose considerable ground in the early 
running by taking him wide and later almost threw 
Pauley, rider of Blaise, over the fence when lie 
challenged. In the stretch Pool continued to keep 
Pauley in close quarters. But meantime Sahretash 
came with a rush and passed into the lead to take 
the purse by a half length. The Judges promptly 
•disqualified Sqiieeler flnrt suspended Pool for one 
week for his rough work. 

Jockey Erickson was another rider who was 
suspended for one week ns a result of rough riding. 
He was astride Acheron in the fiftli race and the 
one to suffer from Ids interference was Jack 
Reeves, a notorious railrunuer. Jack Reeves did 
manage to get up in the last stride to take third 
place from Acheron, but it was not Erickson’s 
fault that he did. for he kept him shut off. 

A high wind aided materially in drying the track 
and it bordered almost on fast. Ella T. began pro- 
ceedings by landing the two-year-old Hash, in 
which Emma Weller was an outstanding favorite, 
but failed to get a portion of the purse, due to 
the interference she suffered from. The second 
race witnessed the overthrow of War Idol anil 
Cavalcadour II., supposed good things. Phantom 
Maid, carrying J. W. McClelland’s colors, winning 
easily. 

Bajazet had no difficulty in winning the first 
section of the mile and a quarter race, in which 
Lucile P. was the choice. The latter landed in 
third place. 

Willdo took the second end of the mile and a 
quarter dash ami did so easily, hut had Kleeger 
shown a less blundering ride on Benefactor, this 
would huve given the winner ail argument. 

Tiie final race went to Lucky It. in good stvle 
from Tom Goose, with Dolina following. Tom 
Goose changed ownership via tiie claiming route, T. 
B. Waters securing him for $1,300.

R. TROXLER TO RETIRE FROM TURF 

NEW ORLEANS, La., February 14. — At the con- 
clusion of the present meeting jockey Roscoe Trox- 
ler will retire from the saddle after a riding 
career of nearly twenty-one years, wlijch is by far 
a longer period of active service in tiie saddle than 
that of any other toy now riding. Troxler is im- 
pelled to take this course due to the difficulty he 
is experiencing in getting down to riding weight, 
a failure that has cost him many mounts this 
winter. 

Troxler started his riding career at Churchill 
Downs in Muv, 1888. His first mount was on a 
mare named Lygiu, and Will Shelley was clerk of 
the scales. His first winning mount was on Infelice 
at Fort Erie September 19 of the same year. The 
following March in this city he was ruled off, and 
the next vear he traveled witli Jay Cook’s Hippo- 
drome as a rider. In 1901 he was reinstated by the 
American Turf Congress, and since that time lie 
has ridden almost continuously on all the principal 
race courses in this country.

These will be disposed of 
before the meeting closes. Sleetli lias ljecn a most 
consistent money winner, and despite his ten years 
ap|«*ars to be as good as ever. Ir was fortunate 
for the present owners of the stable that they did 
not sell tiie old horse during the early part of tiie 
meeting, for lie lias netted them more purse money 
than all of the other horses in the stable combined. 
The stable still owns Green Jones. James Foster and 
Dr. Shafer, which were lurned out last fall, and 
these will be taken up and raced at Lexington ami 
Louisville and sold during the Lutonia meeting. 

Mrs. F. S. Peabody, who recently purchased the 
Beach Comber colt Bone Dry from E. R. Bradley, 
is the wife of the president of the Consumers Coal 
Co. of Chicago, who has been on a visit here. The 
colt will be raced this year in his new owner’s 
colors, and next fall will be retired to the stud 
and bred to some cold-blooded mares owned by Mr. 
Peabody. It is hoped by tills experiment to develop 
a high-class line of draft horses. Mrs. Peabody, 
it is said, intends to secure a number of other colts 
and eventually use them for the same purpose.
